Badly Weathered Hay Is 
Not Best for Dairy Herd 

At the federal experimental farm at 
BeltsvHe. Md.. cow.i^ have been kept 
continuously on grain nnd hay rations, 
with no pasture for a period of seven 
years. These cows have maintained 
their health, productiveness and re¬ 
productive capacity Just ns well as 
cows that had ucces.s to pasture dur¬ 
ing the summer, tn all experiments In 
which green. No. I hay was used. Al¬ 
falfa was used in most of the experl- 
inegits. but In one cn.se T. S. No. 1 
timothy was fed, and no bad results 
of any kind were noticed. However, 
where poor liuallty. N*>. 11 timothy was 
fetl. the cows fell off in milk >leld. 
and many of the calv“s were horn dead. 
The green hay seem.s to give good re¬ 
sults becau.se of its high vltamln-.\ con- 
tunt. Badly weathered huy has lost 
much of Its vltamin-.\. nnd so is not 
satisfactory as a feed for dairy cow.s.

Inillcnilons resulting from careful 
and wlde-»pread Investigations, are 
that ‘The Leghorn fouls ns they ex¬ 
isted in Italy prior to ISl.’i were a 
mongrel b»t.” descended from pr»»mls- 
cuous matings, without any attention 
being paid lo color. Irndy formation or 
pnaliieilvlty. Tlie great^^st develop¬ 
ment In the br(>ed ha.s taken place In 
England, the I'nited States nnd ('an- 
adu and It Is slgnitlcant that the high 
state of development urtalned In these 
countries has led breeders In the 
native home of the Leghorn to import 
specimens for the sole purpose of Im- 
iwovlng size, stamina, iRmformatlon 
and productivity—not to say profit.

Lime Content of Soil 

Lime content of the sol) usually de¬ 
termines the type of forage that can 
be grown, according to the agronomy 
department at the Ohio State univer¬ 
sity. Alfalfa can be grown only on 
stdls which contain a natural supply 
of lime or which have been liberally 
limed. Bed clover does well on soils 
which have received one-half to two- 
thirds the lime applications necessary 
to prefiure them for alfalfa, .\lsike 
and timothy establish themselves with 
dlfllculty on very acid .soils unless ma¬ 
nure has btH-ui used liberally. Blue- 
grass pastures will thrive on soils 
whose lime content Is satisfactory for 
red clover If fertilizer needs are sup¬ 
plied.

Poultry Rations 

Many poultry feed experts think It 
Is a wise practice lo build all poultry 
rations around yellow corn, l>ellevlog 
that under normal conditions 1C may 
make up une-hulf to rwo-thlrds of the 
grain mixture, depending on the sea¬ 
son of the year, [Mtssibly more being 
required in the winter sea.son than In 
summer. Wheat is well liked by fowls 
and may form a part of every ration. 
In feeding value It Is said to be ap- 
X>roxlmately equal lo corn, pound for 
pound. When it Is low in price It may 
be fed up to one-half the total grain al¬ 
lowance and when relatively expen¬ 
sive. It may be reduced to a fifth or 
even less, according to the Illinois Kx- 
perimental station.
